In Owsley County 
there are seven (7) opposed 
and eight (8) unopposed 
elected offices on the ballot.

Cope; Magistrate District 1 
Zeke Little; Constable Dis¬ 
trict 1 John Allen; Constable 
District 2 Bill Campbell; 
Constable District 3 Richard 
Sandlin and Coroner Rob 
Morgan.

Judge Executive candidates 
Incumbent Ronnie DeBord 
(R) and Cale Turner (D); 
Sheriff candidates Incum¬ 
bent Kelly Shouse (D) and 
Tim Chandler (R); Property 
Evaluation Administrator 
(PVA) candidates:Incumbent 
Sandy King (D) and Mike 
Reynolds (R); County Clerk 
candidates: Incumbent 
Shanna Oliver (R); and 
Patsy Shouse (D); Magistrate 
District 2 candidates: Dennis 
(Coon) Campbell (D) and 
Mike Thomas (R). 

Two of the opposed 


offices on this ballot are new 
editions: District 1 and 3 
school board election seats. 
Running in District 1 are can¬ 
didates: Incumbent Brenda 
Gibson and Sylvia Havicus; 
in District 3 are candidates: 
Incumbent Gary (Cap) Dea¬ 
ton and Teresa Barrett. 

There are also many 
state races this election that 
are important to our state and 
our nation. The U.S. Sena¬ 
tors race has been a hot topic 
this year featuring candidates 
Incumbent Mitch McConnell 
(R) and Allison Lundergan 
Grimes.

State Urges Propane Customers to 
Plan Now for Winter 


FRANKFORT, 

Ky. (Sept. 22, 2014) - The 
Kentucky Energy and Envi¬ 
ronment Cabinet (EEC) and 
Kentucky’s propane industry 
are taking proactive steps to 
ensure that adequate propane 
supplies are available to meet 
the needs of Kentuckians this 
coming winter. 

“The most effec¬ 
tive short-term actions that 
suppliers and customers can 
take are to participate in fall 
fill programs,” said EEC Sec¬ 
retary Len Peters. “Weather 
is a dominant influence in the 
demand for propane — cold- 
er-than-normal winters both 
increase demand and nega¬ 
tively impact deliverability. 
Current weather forecasts 
indicate that we’ll experience 
another strong winter for the 
region and we want to make 
sure customers are prepared.” 
Tod Griffin, executive direc¬ 
tor of the Kentucky Propane 
Gas Association, pointed out 


that the issue is not supply 
but getting the propane to 
where it is needed. “Propane 
production has increased 
significantly; the problem is 
bottlenecks due to lack of ad¬ 
equate storage and transpor¬ 
tation infrastructure.” Griffin 
said the propane industry 
strongly urges consumers to: 

1. Fill storage tanks 
now, before the cold weather 
hits. Many dealers have pre¬ 
buy or summer fill programs 
that encourage customers 

to top-off before the high- 
demand season starts. 

2. Sign up for au¬ 
tomatic delivery rather than 
being a “will call” customer. 
This allows dealers to better 
schedule delivery trucks and 
helps ensure that the custom¬ 
er won’t run out of propane. 

3. Signup for bud¬ 
get pay ment plans. This 
helps the customer spread the 
payments for propane over 
several months. 


4. Monitor your 
tank. Know how much you 
have left in the tank. Unless 
your dealer requests other¬ 
wise, call when the level hits 
25 percent. This will allow 
your dealer to schedule you 
for a refill in a timely manner. 

5. Have a profes¬ 
sional perform tune-ups/ 
maintenance on equipment 
and appliances to increase 
fuel efficiency. 

“We have become 
increasingly concerned with 
the likelihood of propane 
delivery disruptions dur¬ 
ing the coming winter,” 
said Secretary Peters. “A 
wetter-than-normal fall and 
increased grain production 
have the potential to increase 
demand for propane used in 
grain drying, particularly in 
the Midwestern com belt.” 

This was a key fac¬ 
tor in the propane shortages 
Kentucky experienced 
(Continued to page 4)

Dr. Bobrowski stated 
that he was unsure if anyone 
would be hired for the posi¬ 
tion that Mr. Green vacated 
at this time. “I will have to 
talk to my board,” stated Dr. 
Bobrowski, “and see what 
direction they wish to take at 
this time.” “It will be hard to 
fill three positions!” 

Mr. Green was also 
teaching one college class dur¬ 
ing the day and will continue 
to teach the class until the end 
of the semester through the 
use of virtual learning and by 
use of blackboard. “I plan to 
stop in and check in with the 
students at least every two 
weeks.” stated Mr. Green. 

Mr. Green has 17 
years of educational experi¬ 
ence; 14 years of experience 
with the Owsley County 
School District and 3 years 
with Lee County School Dis¬ 
trict.

WORDS OF A 
DYING MAN 

The last words 
of an individual hold a 
ton of weight; especially 
when the individual knows 
that death is near. Jesus 
knew He would be killed 
in Jerusalem, in fact, over 
the last couple months of 
His ministry it was a main 
teaching of His to the 
Apostles (Matthew 16:21). 

The Bible records 
seven statements of Jesus 
while He was nailed to the 
cross; the words of a dying 
man. Here they are, in the 
order He spoke them. 

“Father, for¬ 
give them; for they 
know not what they do.” 
(Luke23:34). The compas¬ 
sion that He has for all of 
us is seen here. He was 
willing to forgive those 
that killed Him and He is 
willing to forgive you of 
your sins as well. The en¬ 
tire reason He was cruci¬ 
fied was to shed His blood 
as the Lamb of God to pay 
for the sins each and every 
one of us have committed. 

The second thing 
Christ said on the cross 
also dealt with forgive¬ 
ness, “Verily I say unto 
thee, today shalt thou 
be with me in paradise’ 
(Luke 23:43). Jesus spoke 
these words to one of the 
thieves being crucified 
next to Him. The dying 
thief had shown his faith 
in Christ. Because of his 
faith, Christ gives him 
the gift of salvation and 
since both men would be 
dead within the next few 
hours Jesus assures the 
man of eternal life. What 
a beautiful example this is 
to us; salvation is acquired 
not by baptism or church 
membership or even living 
a moral life; it is through 
faith in our crucified Sav¬ 
iour. 

Christ moves 
his attention from heav¬ 
enly things to His earthly 
responsibilities. He speaks 
to His mother and the 
apostle John, “Woman, 
behold thy son! Behold 
thy mother!” (John 19:26- 
27). Jesus, being the oldest 
son, is responsible for the 
well being of his widowed 
mother. By telling Mary 
to look at John and behold 
her son; then looking at 
John and telling him to 
behold his mother, He 
was passing His earthly 
responsibility of taking 
care of Mary over to John. 

For us today, there 
is the obvious lesson of 
taking care of our fam¬ 
ily, but there is something 
interesting here. After 
the virgin birth of Jesus, 
Mary and Joseph had a 
normal marriage and had 
other children (Matthew 
13:55-56). The common 
thing to do would be to 
pass this duty of caring for 
mom to James, his old¬ 
est brother, but He passes 


it to His spiritual brother 
instead. The old saying is 
that blood is thicker than 
water is true, but maybe 
it is truer that the blood 
of Christ uniting us as 
spiritual brethren is thicker 
than blood or water. 

Moving on to 
number four, the human 
side of Christ is seen as 
He cries out, “My God, 
my God, why hast thou 
forsaken me?” (Matthew 
27:46). Every sin, ever 
committed, or will ever be 
committed was placed on 
the Lamb of God and the 
world went black. From 
the smallest “white lie” to 
the genocide of millions, 
all the sins were there, as 
God provided Himself a 
Lamb.
